Claims 1 , 2, and 6 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Mori 
(U.S. P. 4,865,035). The patent to Mori discloses a heated ear cover comprising a pair 
of ear covers 23, Fig. 1 , each ear cover having a rigid shell 22, 241 , Fig. 2 having an 
open end and a closed end, each ear cover also having a reflector assembly that 
contains a light bulb 12 and is oriented toward the open end to direct substantially all 
light from the light bulb from the open end; and a headband 21attached to each of the 
closed ends, for selectively extending over the head of the user and securing each of 
the ear covers over one of the ears of the user. 

Claims 3-5,7, and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
